Parking Problems!

What is the biggest problem at MJC? Parking. Besides getting in classes 
parking is the hardest thing to do at MJC West or East Campuses. At the 
start of any semester, there will be over 20,000 students enrolled in class- 
es at MJC on both campuses. There are thousands of students entering 
and exiting MJC every day for classes throughout the day. 

On West Campus, there are only two entrances that students can use to 
park. West Campus has five parking lots: Yosemite Hall, Sierra Hall, Ace 
Pavilion, Soccer field, and the Gravel lot by Mary Stuart Rodgers Building. 
The most used parking lot is located behind the Sierra Hall. For almost the 
entire day students cannot find parking in that crowded lot, so they park 
in the Gravel lot almost half a mile away. 

MJC has also moved more classes to west campus with the addition of 
the new Science Building. This adds to the parking problems with more 
classes being offered on West Campus. 

The other problem is the flow of traffic getting to those lots on West Cam- 
pus. With only two entrances cars are piled up trying to enter and exit 
the lots. The entrance on Blue Gum does not have a stop light; so traffic 
exiting MJC trying to make a left turn on Blue Gum are always backed up 
making horrible flows of traffic. 

On the other side of West Campus, near the Gravel lot, students are stuck 
at a stop sign exiting onto Brink. The area is very strange, there are two 
stop signs at a four way intersection; even weirder is that the two stop 
signs are for the most traveled roads. 

As for the Blue Gum entrance, a Stop light would be the best option for all 
traffic and pedestrians crossing the street. As of now, pedestrians cross- 
ing Blue Gum are at risk of cars racing down Blue Gum as there is no 
stoplight or stop sign. 

With West Campus being more populated it would only be a benefit to 
students and staff if MJC looked into improving the flow of traffic and 
optimizing all available space for parking. 

There is currently a plan set forth by the Measure E Bond. The Measure E 
Bond has funded all of MJC's newest improvements including the ACE Pa- 
vilion and Softball field. This plan adds significant parking and road space 
to West Campus, including a stop light for exiting onto Blue Gum avenue. 
The Measure E Bond also add two parking lots where the YCCD District 
offices are currently located. It also puts a road cutting from Blue Gum by 
Mary Stuart Rodgers Building to Student Drive. The plan adds a connect- 
ing the Sierra lot to Blue Gum going around the Softball Field. 

There is no doubt that these improvements will help parking and the flow 
of traffic at West Campus, however, at what costs? The plan is estimated 
around $7 million broken down into six areas. This project is still in its de- 
sign stage with an estimated construction start time of 2015 being com- 
pleted in the course of a year into 2016. Another prospective problem for 
students is the closing and construction of the current roads and parking 
lots to build these new improvements. 

This author is not one to complain without a solution or suggestion. It 
would make sense for MJC to erect a stoplight or roundabout on the Brink 
entrance (as exiting the Gravel lot). Having a roundabout would keep traf- 
fic always moving and not at a standstill. A Roundabout would also be 
more cost effective as it does not require any technology or power to 
work. A stoplight would be an improvement as well in this area. 

With the increase in students a step must be taken to increase parking 
and improving the flow of traffic, whether that be the $7 million plan or 
a simple roundabout.

Modesto Junior Colleges Lawyer: 
Colleges, Dump Your Speech Codes

Every advocate dreams of winning over an opponent, but it rarely hap- 
pens. Its just possible, though, that FIRE might have done so. David 
Urban of the law firm Liebert Cassidy Whitmore has written a thorough 
and insightful post on his firms blog advising colleges and universities to 
review their speech-related policies to insulate themselves from the threat 
of litigation— like FIRE's new Stand Up For Speech Litigation Project. 

Urbans advice to schools to revise their speech codes to avoid litigation 
is significant and welcome, particularly because of his experience defend- 
ing colleges against First Amendment claims. Most recently, Urban was 
counsel to Modesto Junior College (MJC), which infamously prevented 
student Robert Van Tuinen from distributing copies of the Constitution 
on Constitution Day last year. (That suit was the first in our Stand Up For 
Speech project.) It is a credit to Urban that he wants to spare his other 
clients MJC s fate: national notoriety and a $50,000 bill to settle the case. 

Urban cautions schools against maintaining "free speech zones" that are 
too small or inaccessible, harassment policies that are vague, and reg- 
istration procedures for student expressive activity that impose a prior 
restraint on speech. He is right that such policies are unconstitutional on 
public campuses, and he is right to tell his peers that continued mainte- 
nance of such flawed policies exposes institutions to legal liability. 

FIRE has been banging this drum for years, and we've recently decided to 
increase the pressure on institutions. Through our Stand Up For Speech 
Litigation Project, FIRE will support students and professors at public 
institutions who want to challenge a speech code that does not comport 
with the First Amendment. At FIRE's Stand Up For Speech press confer- 
ence on July 1, FIRE President Greg Lukianoff explained that our goal 
was simple: to use litigation to make it clear that there's a price to be paid 
for violating students' and faculty's First Amendment rights— both in dol- 
lars and reputation. 

Fortunately for schools who wish to stay out of court, reviewing and 
suggesting revised language for university policies is our specialty. To 
paraphrase the T-shirt at issue in the Stand Up For Speech case at Ohio 
University, FIRE gets colleges off for free— off "red light" status, that is. To 
name a few recent examples: My colleague Azhar Majeed recently worked 
with the University of Florida to eliminate its speech codes, and now UF 
has a "green light" rating. In May, the collaboration between FIRE and 
Georgetown College in Kentucky resulted in Georgetown College also 
receiving a green light. We were very pleased to publicize both of these 
positive developments with national press releases, and both the Uni- 
versity of Florida and Georgetown College have excellent reason to feel 
proud of their new designations. 

Urban tells his clients that FIRE has "ominously" warned of future law- 
suits. Given the consistent clarity of the legal precedent with regard to the 
First Amendment obligations of public colleges and universities— prec- 
edent dating back more than two decades— we think administrators have 
had plenty of fair warning. It's long past time for public institutions to 
honor their legal and moral obligations to comply with the First Amend- 
ment. And as Urban warns, institutions that fail to do so may soon face a 
lawsuit.

New Vice-President of Communications: 
For ASMJC Brings Plans and Requests 
AV Equipment

July 1st, 2014 John Westberg took office as Vice-President of Communi- 
cations for the Associated Students of Modesto Junior College, otherwise 
known as Student Government, where he began his plan to bring news 
back to the students of Modesto Junior College. 

His plan involves a new site to publish news known as Trending@MJC at 
trendingmjc.weebly.com, creating a podcast as a radio news service but 
his most ambitious plan is the purchase of $15,000 in audio-visual equip- 
ment. 

Westberg intends to use the equipment to live broadcast events like sports 
games, concerts, speakers, senate meetings and other specialized events. 
He spoke highly of student organizations being able to use the equipment 
to keep a record of their official club business and their events and plan- 
ning to work directly with clubs to promote the use. 

The $15,000 is more of an investment to Westberg who sees an opportu- 
nity to make money using this equipment. 

"Once the live broadcasting is established, the goal is to approach local 
business for sponsorships or advertisements." Westberg said. 
The potential monetary value and uses of this is equipment are yet to be 
seen but Westberg expects great things from this equipment. 
"I would like to see a better campus life through students being more in- 
formed." Westberg said, "Remember MJC is a commuter school that has 
students traveling 30 or more minutes to get to MJC, through video and 
live broadcasting we can reach students no matter where they are." 

Westberg responded to suggestions of using the equipment purchased 
for the now defunct Mass Communications by saying, "I asked to use the 
MJC Video equipment early in my planning stage, based on the unsure 
response, I feel as it was better for ASMJC to own the equipment that it 
could use without asking. The equipment will also be current and not 
four years old like the equipment in storage for the now non-operating 
Video production program at MJC." 

Some students responses were more upbeat about the posibilities of this 
equipment. 

"I believe that if the students and faculty are able to use it appropriately, 
this equipment could give something positive back to the students" said 
Joshua Kloth, Astronomy major and class of 2016 

"I think its a cool idea for people who cant make events because disabili- 
ties and other reasons and it will be good for events that sell out such as 
speech night. I also think 15k is a lot of money and I don't know that ads 
would generate much revenue." said Sandra Abbott, Photography major 
and Class of 2015, "At the same time, I appreciate that he is working to 
update, enhance and introduce media to mjc. Our school is a little bit 
outdated and behind on things like this." 

"I like the idea. I feel very disconnected with MJC as a community and 
people can find unity through sports. I'd like to see MJC games live 
streamed" said David Liles, who is undecided on his major and class of 
2016. 

Some students were not as pleased with the actions of the student senate 
and the actions of MJC administrations in current and previous years. 

"The unfortunate truth is that most students aren't involved in student 
senate or speaker events because they just cant be bothered to spend the 
time and energy to do so." said Louis Zuckerman, Computer Science ma- 
jor and Class of 2015. "Sports, I dont know. Maybe that could be nice for 
the them. But for speakers and senate meetings I believe it'd be a severe 
waste of money. Only a fraction of the student population would use or 
care for the media." 

"Well personally, I would like to know why the need 15 grand of new 
equipment that serves no benefit to the students." said Steve Lajoie, Com- 
puter Graphics major and class of 2015, "Especially, when there is quite a 
bit of perfectly good gear from the tv and radio degree program they shut 
down."

The MJC Midterm Accreditation report October 2014 now shows that 
the library holds about 22,500 books. The rest of the books appear to have 
been destroyed and trashed or claimed by a library worker. That is a loss 
of 52,500 books. 

Susan Lilly, Communications, Marketing and Fund Devolopment Man- 
ager, had this to say, "The Stanislaus County Library would not allowed to 
donate books. That would be a gift of public funds." 

Lilly did mention donating books to the jail or juvenile hall and that giv- 
ing books to other governmental agencies is indeed acceptable. 

Discarded books are sold by the library at prices from fifty cents to a 
dollar. These prices are set by the county board of supervisers. If books 
that are more than two years old are donated, they tend to end up in the 
discard book sales as time and effort to check them for completeness and 
general appearance would be considerable.
